Two Possible Verdicts 
Judge Glenn

in

Moral: Don't Offer 
Rides To Hitchhikers 


A KREST of William Cook, object of an 
extensive m anhunt in the Southwest 
and in Mexico w here he was f i n a l l y cap­ 
tured, has been followed by the recovery 
of the bodies of five m em bers of the Carl 
Mosser family in an abandoned mineshaft 
at Joplin, Mo. 
The Atwood, 111., family, enroute to New 
Mexico, apparently had offered a ride to 
the hitchhiking form er convict. 
Another 
of Cook’s victim's w as Robert H. Dewey, 
32. of Seattle, who had relatives in Esca­ 
naba. It is believed the notorious badman 
may have killed two other persons. 
Dewey and the Atwood family met their 
deaths because they w ere kind enough to 
offer rides to the hitchhiking Cook. It's the 
old tragic story again of the good Sam ari­ 
tan who is m urdered by the person he be­ 
friended. 
Hitchhiking is a dangerous practice. Its 
evil effects w ork both ways. In most in­ 
stances, the motorists are either robbed or 
slain by the hitchhikers. 
But there also 
have been times w hen the hitchhikers have 
met sim ilar fates at the hands of moronic 
automobile drivers. 
Some states have passed laws to make 
hitchhiking illegal. This helps to some ex­ 
tent, but the best w ay to avoid the risks is 
to refrain from giving rides to hitchhikers.

Mobile X-Ray Units 
Being Curtailed 
Q ilA R P curtailm ent of the a n ti-tu b e r- 
^ 
cillosis program of the Michigan De­ 
partm ent of Health has been announced, 
apparently due lo a lack

funds from the federal government. 
U n­ 
fortunately, however, the curtailm ent of 
the mobile X -ray program will not actual­ 
ly reduce expenditures 
for 
tuberculosis 
control. 
The hospitalization of tuberculosis p a ­ 
tients is paid for prim arily 
from 
state 
funds and if tuberculosis cases are no4 
discovered in the early stages, w hen they 
can be cured rath er easily, the cost in car­ 
ing for T-B patients at state hospitals will 
Climb sharply. 
It has been said thousands of times— 
and particularly by the state departm ent 
of health—that an ounce of prevention is 
better than a pound of cure. The situation 
applies forcibly to the tuberculosis control 
program . If T-B cases can be discovered 
in early stages, the cost of treating these 
cases can be held to a minimum. If such 
cases are not discovered until they hove 
reached an advanced stage, hospitalization 
costs will be considerably greater. 
Even 
worse, in the m eantim e these active T-B 
cases, still undetected, are infecting more 
people. 
G reat progress has been m ade in tu b e r­ 
culosis control and much of the credit for 
it must necessarily be given to 
the 
fine 
program of detection of cases m ade possi­ 
ble by the mobile X -ray units. 
It is extremely short-sighted to cut out 
fly* detection phase of the program in the 
f; re of knowledge th at the hospitalization 
costs are certain to incrca.se proportion­

By DREW PEARSON 
WASHINGTON—J u m p in ’ Joe McCarthy, 
the “MC” from Wisconsin, has been alter­ 
nately calling me a liar and accusing me 
of being too accurate in publishing arm y

It is the incom e-tax story of gangster 
j Charlie Fischetti, cousin of Ralph Capone 
| of Mercer, Wisconsin, at one time a Mc­ 
Carthy political booster. 
Fischetti, 
who is now ducking Senate 
crim e investigators, took over much of the 
underw orld empire of his cousin Al C a­ 
pone, after the iatter was jailed for 
in ­ 
com e-tax evasion. 
Fischetti’s rom ain e x ­ 
tends all the way from the 
ritzy 
North 
Shore of Chicago w here he m aintains a 
penthouse at 3100 N orth Sheridan Road, to 
Florida, w here he has a w inter place on 
Allison Island off M iami Beach. 
In addition to Chicago and Miami, Fisch- 
• etti has gambling operations 
in 
Kansas 
; City, St. Louis, East St. Louis. Indiana, 
Arizona, and in Ju m p in ’ Joe’s own balli— 
i wick of southern Wisconsin. 
Yet Charlie Fischetti only reported an 
[ income of $23,342.50 for 1949. Every cent 
he made, he swore, w as by “self-specula­ 
tion,” probably a polite nam e for gam ­ 
bling. 
O ther 
gangsters, perhaps m ore honest 
(if th ere is any degree of honesty among 
gangsters) reported m uch 
more 
income 
than this. Tony Accardo, 
one of the top 
j mob in Chicago, reported a total income of 
$110,000. 
However, 
Charles 
and 
Ann 
Fischetti, filing a joint tax return last year, 
paid a tax of only $4,988.48 — m ere p ea­ 
nuts. 
T-MEN IGNORE MOB 
The 
public 
has the idea that m odern 
racketeers are extrem ely careful in m a k ­ 
ing out their incom e-tax returns, in order 
to avoid what happened to 
Al 
Capone. 
That., however, is by no m eans the case. In 
the first place, the gangsters operate on a 
strictly cash basis. Second, internal rev e­ 
nue m akes no great effort to 
check 
on 
gam bling profits. 
T hough treasury field agents are honest 
and diligent, at least one potent official in ­ 
side the treasury has shied away from go­ 
ing after the taxes of m odern-day rack et­ 
eers; and this columnist has 
too 
m any 
headaches at the m om ent to risk a libel 
suit by nam ing him. 
However, 
it rem ains a fact th at while 
the average taxpayer sits up nights trying 
not to forget any part of his income, the 
big gangsters fill 
out 
blanket 
returns 
which obviously are underestim ates. They 
gave no source for their 
revenue 
other 
than “self-speculation,” “ wagering,” 
or 
just plain “income,” and 
they 
estim ate 
their profit at just about w hatever 
they 
w ant to m ake it. 
I have spent a lot of tim e having an e x ­ 
internal revenue agent fam iliar w ith Chi­ 
cago’s gangland dig into Fischetti’s 
r e ­ 
turns. 
Going back over the years, these 
returns are all vague. In 1947, he chalked 
up a m eagre income of $16,50o, again a t­ 
tributing it to “self-speculation.” 
Yet it 
seems inconceivable that a racketeer w ith 
so m any irons in th e fire in so m any d if­ 
ferent parts of the U. S. A. should m ake 
so little money. 
In 
1946, 
Fischetti w as equally vague, 
claiming even less income—only $13,500. 
In 1945, it w as still less— $10,700—while in 
1944 it w as $9,500. 
229 CLUB 
In 
1943, 
however, Fischetti was more 
specific. He listed $966.25 from the 229 
Club and another $9,000 which he attrib u t­ 
ed to “sun dry wagering.” The 229 club, lo­ 
cated at 229 South W abash avenue, Chica­ 
go, w as a favorite hagout for 
hoodlums 
and w as w here big Gus W inkler of the St. 
Louis rats was killed. 
Fischetti 
showed 
that he believed in enforcing the law on at 
least one occasion in 1942 when he and his 
brother Joe, with Paul De Lucia Rica, got 
caught in a falling elevator in the building 
at 
229 
W abash. 
The gangsters sued the 
owner of th e building because of the ele­ 
vator accident, and collected.

Some m ay wonder how Uncle 
Sam happens to concern himself 
w ith dogs. 
The answ er is that Congress, in 
passing a tariff law years ago, in­ 
serted a

At that point the Customs Bureau 
very logically demanded to know 
how their busy inspectors 
were 
going to be able to tell w hether or 
not a pooch really was of the ul­ 
tra-special variety. It finally was 
decided that experts of the Bureau 
of Anim al Industry should issue 
certificates affirming the business 
of the imported purp ’s blood. And 
from that beginning there has de­

One of those who has aspired 
hardest in recent years is Senator 
Robert A. Taft of Ohio. The son of 
a president, he has before him al­ 
ways the distinguished example of 
his father, William Howard Taft. 
The elder Taft had good reason to 
know the thorny nature of the 
highest office in the land. Breath­ 
ing down his neck during most of 
his four years in the White House 
was that go-getter, that up-and- 
be-doing 
American, 
Theodore 
Roosevelt. T. R., who took this 
country on its first big adventure 
in world order-keeping, was for­ 
ever prodding Mr. Taft, whom he 
considered his own private crea­ 
tion. 
Out of the White House in calm­ 
er and happier waters, ex-presi­ 
dent Taft considered the powers 
of the presidency which Roose­ 
velt had forever been urging him 
to employ. He w ent down the Uni­ 
versity of Virginia in January of 
1915 to deliver three lectures for 
the Barbour-Page Foundation. 
Commander-In-Chief 
Those lectures contain wise ob­ 
servations on the office. Speaking 
on the executive as commander- 
in-chief, the elder Taft said some 
things that are pertinent to the 
debate now going on: 
“The president is the command­ 
er-in-chief of the A rm y and Navy, 
and of the milita when called in­ 
to the service of the United States. 
Under this lie can order the Army 
and Navy anyw here he will. Of 
course the instrumentality which 
it furnishes gives the president 
an opportunity to do things which 
involve 
consequences . 
that 
it 
would be quite beyond his pow­ 
er under the constitution direct­ 
ly to effect. Under the constitu­ 
tion Congress has the power to 
declare war, but with the Army 
and Navy the president can take 
action such as to involve the coun­ 
try in w ar and to leave Commos 
no option but to declare it or to 
recognize 
its 
existence. Indeed 


w ar as a legal fact, it was decided 
by the supreme court in the prize 
cases, could exist by invasion of 
a foreign enemy, or by such an 
insurrection 
as 
occurred during 
the Civil War, without any dec­ 
laration of war by Congress at 
all, and it was only in the case of 
a w ar of aggression that the pow­ 
er of Congress must be affirm a­ 
tively asserted to establish its le­ 
gal existence . . . ” 
The ex-president then went on 
to relate this belief to some of his 
own troubles in the White House. 
Taft had inherited responsibilities 
growing out of the Spanish-Am- 
erican w ar and 
from 
Theodore 
Roosevelt’s somewhat high-hand­ 
ed action in appropriating a site 
for construction of the Panam a 
canal. Reviewing the right of the 
president to send the Marines to 
keep order in 
Central 
America, 
Taft said: 
Affair In Nicaragua 
“In Nicaragua, in my adm in­ 
istration, an insurrection had led 
to the im m urem ent of American 
citizens by insurrectos and the 
threatened destruction of A m eri­ 
ca n property. The 
president 
of 
Nicaragua, whom we had recog­ 
nized and received, whose minis­ 
ter we had received, called upon 
the goverement of 
the 
United 
States to protect its own citizens 
and their property, because he was 
unable to render them the pro­ 
tection which their treaty rights 
gave them. This led to the land­ 
ing of Marines and quite a cam­ 
paign, which resulted in the main­ 
tenance of law and order and the 
elimination of 
the 
insurrectos. 
This was not an act of war, be­ 
cause it was done with the con­ 
sent. of the lawful authorities of 
the territory where it took place.” 
Korea is a lot further away than 
Nicaragua. But this geographical 
difference to one side, it seems to 
me that the likeness between the 
two is close. 
The dimensions of America’s re ­ 
sponsibility 
for 
order-keeping 
have been widened as America’s 
power in the world has increased 
along with the fantastic growth of 
our productive facilities and our 
military potential. A good argu­ 
ment can be made, it seems to me, 
that 
even 
with 
this 
amazing

growth we are taking on com mit­ 
ments around the world beyond 
our capacity. But as the elder Taft 
quite clearly states, and it should 
be instructive reading for his son, 
the constitutional argum ent falls 
flat. 
Occupation Of Cuba 
E x-President Taft in the same 
lecture cited an even wider e x ­ 
ercise of the 
authority 
of 
the 
commander-in-chief. That was in 
the occupation of Cuba by the 
American Army and Navy from 
1898 to 1903. Cuba is a long way 
from W estern Germany, but here 
again the difference is not one of 
principle but geography. Taft de­ 
clared: 
“ . . . After supressing actual 
disorder he (the president) cre­ 
ated a quasi-civil government, and 
appointed an executive, a civil 
legislature, and civil judges, and 
became the law-giver of ten m il­ 
lions of people for a period rang- 
I ing from two years to four. Now 
| there was nothing new or start- 
j ling in the principle of this tempo- 
j rary enlargement of his executive 
' functions. Its novelty was in the 
1 great volume of power which tho 
circumstances thrust on him and 
| the responsibilities and the wide j 


discretion which he had to exer­ 
cise. The validity of such action 
had been recognized by the su­ 
preme court in similar cases aris­ 
ing after the Mexican war, when 
we took over California and New 
Mexico. 
The 
inexorable 
pressure 
of 
events rides heavily on a presi­ 
dent. Since he may some day be 
sitting in the seat, Senator Taft 
should bear this in mind.

Michigan Oil 


Strikes Drop 


Tefal Production 


Also Decreases 


Chances of discovering a new 
Michigan oil field proved to be 
less favorable last year—one to 15 , 
compared to one in IO in 1949. j 
The conservation department also 
reports small decreases in oil and 
gas production. 
Of the 350 wildcat wells, 23 dis­ 
covered new oil fields and two 
new gas fields. In 1949, tilt depart­ 
ment's geological survey division 
recorded 330 wildcat wells which 
produced 23 new oil fields and five 
new gas fields. 
A total of 890 wells was com­ 
pleted in wildcat and developed 
areas in 1950, or 114 fewer than 
the previous year. According to 
the survey division report, 335 be­ 
came productive oil wells, 75 pro­ 
ductive gas wells and 480 were 
considered dry holes. 
901 Drilling Perm its 
The state issued drilling per­ 


mits for 901 oil and gas wells, a 
decline of 93 over 1949. 
Estimated 1950 oil production is 
15,840.000 barrels as compared to 
the 1949 total of 10,517,337 barrels. 
The survey division said Michi­ 
gan oil fields, averaging about 45,- 
000 barrels a day, are producing at 
a maximum efficient 
rate 
and 
could not contribute added crude 
oil without causing underground 
waste. State oil 
well 
operators 
* again returned almost 
IOO 
per 
cent cf the brine to sub-surface 
formations where damage cannot 
result. 
Estimated 1950 gas production 
is 12,472,000.000 cubic feet in con­ 
trast to 14,630.247,000 
in 
1949. 
! More midcontincnt gas in coming 
into Michigan, however, to take 
care of the expanding domestic 
market. State gas fields arc be­ 
coming more important as under­ 
ground gas storage reservoirs. 
Important Discovery 
The most important discoveries 
cf 1950 
included 
the 
Cannon 
Creek gas field on the Kalkaska- 
Missaukce county line and the re­ 
cently tapped Sheols Dundee oil 
field 
in 
northwestern Gladwin 
county. Production in 1951 from 
the 16 wells in the Cannon Creek 
field is expected to bolster state 
natural gas output. 
A favorable 
development 
in 


1950 was the construction of a 
combination natural gasoline plant 
and gas booster station 
in 
the 
Beaver Creek oil field by the Dow 
Chemical company. This permits 
the gathering of 4,500,000 cubic 
feet per day—equivalent of about 
225 tons of coal daily—which oth­ 
erwise would go to waste.

The answer to a question that 
has puzzled Michigan citizens for 
m ore than a half century will be 
forthcoming within the next week 
or two. That question is: 
Can Michigan’s two Peninsulas 
be safely and economically joined 
together? 
Through the years several com­ 
missions and 
authorities 
have 
grappled with this problem, but 
have never been able to produce 
a solution that satisfied either the 
legislature or the people. 
On the one side there are tens 
oJ thousands of citizens who sense 
the 
need for a connecting 
link 
and encourage their 
leaders 
to 
argue loud and long for its con­ 
struction. 
On 
the 
other 
hand 
there are scores 
of 
individuals 
who maintain the impossibility 
of such a structure 
and 
conse­ 
quently are against it. 
Plagued by both sides the leg- 
isla 
re last year did the 
only 
sensible thing 
it could do. 
It 
established 
an 
authority 
with 
specific directions to retain the 
three best long span bridge en­ 
gineers in the world to study and 
report o ' “w hether a bridge can 
be safely and feasibly construct­ 
ed across the Straits of Mackinac 
and the probable cost thereof.” 
The legislature furth er stipulat­ 
ed that the engineers w ere to be 
recommended by the Dean of the 
University of Michigan School of 
Engineering, 
and 
that 
those 
selected would not be eligible to , 
participate 
in the design of the 
bridge should they find it feasi­ 
ble, and should the legislature act 
cai their recommendations. 
Preliminary Report Soon 
Very shortly now the legisla­ 
ture will 
have 
the 
authority’s 
preliminary report. 
Some very 
basic questions will be answered 
in this report. Consider first the 
Question of physical possibility, a 
question that has passed over the 
lips of perhaps everybody 
who 
has given any thought to a con­ 
necting link at the Straits: Is it 
really possible to build a bridge 
across that 
vast 
expanse 
of 
water? 
Yes, absolutely yes? 
says 
the 
engineer with professional assur­ 
ance that with sufficient 
funds 
and m aterials he can 
design 
to 
overcome all the 
obstacles 
and 
forces of nature. But th a t’s not 
the answer to Mackinac as will 
be pointed out below. It 
simply 
answers the pure physical aspect 
c f the problem. 
What about wind, ice and the 
rest of nature’s forces that are 
seldom mild at 
the 
Straits 
of 
Mackinac? They will be 
taken 
into 
consideration 
in 
recom­ 
mendations for design. In other 
words designs will be draw n to 
withstand all the' known forces ut 
nature, and with a considerable 
m argin 
of 
strength 
added 
for 
sa fety. 
What about the geology? 
The 
surface of the Straits below the 
water? Some experts 
have 
in­ 
sisted that it was cavernous, oth- 
ts that it was soft and would not 
support bridge piers, and still 
oth­ 
ers that the foundations 
would 
slide out from under the piers. 
All these experts have been in­ 
terviewed to 
find 
out 
exactly 
w hat they did say and w hat they 
did mean. Furtherm ore, engin­ 
eering geologists 
whose 
entire 
prolessional careers 
have 
been 
devoted to problems of this type 
have been consulted. They made 
studies, took samples, asked ques­ 
tions and made tests. Their de­ 
risions and recommendations will 
be in the report. 
Meet Natural Forces 
All these factors influence de­ 
sign, the 
length 
of 
span, 
the 
height of towers, dept 
of 
piers, 
their dimensions above and be­ 
low the 
water, 
the 
w idth 
of 
roadways, the height of side trus­ 
t's and ;i hundred and one other 
questions of a more technical na­ 
ture, but each one calling for an 
answ er that is of equal im port­ 
ance to the final design and ulti­ 
mate construction. 
And above all these 
questions 
looms an even greater problem. It 
can be summed up in the word: 
Finances. 
As was poiuted out, the engin­ 
eers given plenty of 
everything 
are clever enough 
to build

bridge, til that there is no doubt. I 
The important thing is to build 
a bridge that will be economical- I 
Iv sound. This problem 
is 
not 
unique to the Straits of Mackinac, j 
Bridges and toll roads have been :

ters. All these will be taken into 
consideration. 


Actually, the personnel of the 
bridge Authority is not qualified 
to obtain the preceding informa­ 
tion any more than it could come 
up w ith the engineering recom­ 
mendations w ithout 
expert 
ad­ 
vice. Consequently, it was neces­ 
sary to retain a firm of 
traffic 
analysts. The 
business 
of 
this 
organization is 
doing 
precisely 
w hat it did for 
the 
Authority: 
investigating and analyzing 
the 
traffic at the Straits of Mackinac 
to determ ine w hether or not 
a 
bridge would be a 
good 
invest­ 
m ent for any bankers who might 
be tem pted to put some hard cash 
into financing the 
project. 
The 
firm making this traffic analys­ 
is, Coverdale and Colpitts of New 
i’ork, have a sound reputation in 
financial circles of recommending 
only those projects which are ec­ 
onomically sound. For six months 
they have been conducting an in­ 
dependent study of traffic at the 
Straits of Mackinac. They are in­ 
terested not only in past and pre­ 
sen 
figures, but they must 
go 
out on the limb and predict what 
the future will produce. So far 
the bankers have been willing to 
rely on their advice. They have 
established a reputation for being 1 
right. 
Perhaps of less difficulty un­ 
der the caption of finances 
are 
the questions of the cost of the
